By sensible management, 
the number was increased 
until in 1926 there were near- 
ly 10,000. In that year, 2,000 
were slaughtered for sale and 
since that time the herd has 
been kept under control by 
harvesting obvious surpluses. 
In 1951 Frank Gilbert Roe 
published his 9%5é-page book 
“The North American Buff- 
alo, A Critical Study of the 
Species in Its Wild State," 
which gives an exhaustive ac- 
count of the ani: through 
the years. Much credit for the 
recovery of this animal is 
due to the formation in 1906 
of the American Bison Society 
under the leadership of Dr. 
William T Hornaday of the 
New. York Zoological Park. 
A Bison Bull might weigh 
over 3,000 pounds and stand 
6 feet high at the shoulder. 
It might have a total length 
of 11 feet and a 1-1/2 foot 
tail. It is dark brown in the 
forward part and lighter to 
the rear with the hair on the 
shoulder regions much long- 
er than that elsewhere, The 
shoulders are high and arch- 
ed; the eyes, small; and the 


While the bulls may fight 
each other during the breed- 
ing season, it seems that the 
animals pair. Breeding takes 
place in August and Septem- 
ber and the calf is born % 
1/2 months later. The calf 
stands within 3 or 4 days and 
the bull protects his family. 
The calf may remain for 3 
years with the mother at 
which age the young cow 
breeds. A cow may bear a 
calf every year for 30 years 
so there is good recuperative 
powers in the species.

History: 

Today I will tell you about 
the outcome of the resolve 
by the disabled veterans who 
met at the Ohio Mechanical 
Institute. 

‘A committee was appointed 
to draw up a constitution and 
formulate by-laws for a na- 
‘tional organization of disabl- 
ed veterans, as well as for a 
local chapter. A Cincinnati 
Chapter was formed and it 
kept in close touch with simi- 
lar units forming throughout 
the nation. 

After preliminary corres- 
pondence, a caucus was call- 
ed in Cincinnati with similar 
groups in the Middle West 
sending delegates. 

By 1921, the fledgling DAV 
had grown sufficiently to hold 
ite first national convention 
at the Hotel Tuller in Detroit. 
Judge Marx was elected its 
first National Commander. 

This was the beginning of 
the DAV, with little funds, 
little influence, but a determ- 
ined spirit to help fellow-dis- 
abled. The men, who had at- 
tained their military objec- 
tives on the battlefields of 
France, resolved to win even 
a greater battle in their de- 
termination to rehabilitate 
themselves and secure proper 


consideration and ad 
\benefite for thousands of their 
buddies more battle scarred 
than they, themselves. 

By the time the second 
national convention of the 
DAV was called in San Fran- 
cisco, many steps had been 
taken in the direction of help- 
ing to correct abuses in the 
administration of veterans 
affairs. 

At this convention, the 
wives, daughters and sweet- 
hearts of the nation's war 
time disabled formed the 
DAV Women's Auxiliary. 
mothers of war dead 
were admitted. 

As a result of its outstand- 
ing service to disabled veter- 
ans, the DAV became the 
only group devoted exclusive 
ly to the cause of our war 
disabled. 

In 1982, the DAV’s work 
wag recognized by the Con- 
grese of the United States, 
which granted it a charter as 
a federal corporation and as 
the official voice of this na- 
tion’s wartime disabled. 

Today, the DAV is recog- 
nized as one of the major 
veterans organizations. It has 
approximately 200,000 mem- 
bers and for 14 consecutive 
years hag gained in member- 
ship each year. Approximate- 
ly one third of this total is 
comprised. of _ life ~ member-

Tt encompasses in its ranks 
the living veterans of Ameri- 
ca’s wars including Korean 


armed forces during World 
War II, or the Korean ‘cam- 
paign are members. 

National? headquarters in 
{Cincinnati stands as an im- 
pressive tribute to the men 
and women who have. built 
the DAV. 

In Washington, D.C., the 
DAV legislative and service 
headquarters direct the acti- 
vities of these vital depart- 
ments of the organization. 

National service officers of 
the DAV are stationed in all 
regional offices of the Veter- 
ns Administratian. They are 
there to represent, without 
charge, the disabled veteran 
and his family. The addition 
of specially trained service 
officers from among World 
War If veterans gave the 
DAV the largest staff of na- 
tional service officers of any 
yeterans group. , 

Still other services guard 
and protect the interest of 
the wartime disabjed in more 
than 1800 chapters through- 
out the nation, 

Today, as in the past, the 
DAV stands for vigilant serv- 
ice, protection and care to
